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I. What I have Lived through (The problem of Perception and Time

Christ once said - if I see two aspects infinite and tragic finitude - what is 
spurious infinity and truth - it is in fact a reversal - that I call peripetea - 
that sense changes into in fact true sense is not always possible -
